WYCOMBE Wanderers have a 
great chance to take over second 
place in the Isthmian League 
tonight (Tuesday) when they 
entertain the bottom club in the 
table, Corinthian Casuals at 
Loakes Park. (writes Stuart 
Earp).

The Blues’ run of five games 
without defeat, including league 
victories over Bromley (twice) 
and Bishop’s Stortford has seen 
them move up to third position 
behind Hendon and 
Leatherhead.
